APPROVE SHEETS--May Begin in June 


"The go ahead was given by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 
plans to offer the general public uncut sheets of $1 bills. 


"After receiving the decision, Peter Daly, chief of the BEP's Office 
of Planning and Policy Development, told COINS magazine that after 
evaluating the market and potential sales volume the 32-specimen 
sheets, current plans were “opertionally feasible” and sales of 
paper money sheets could begin as early as June. 


"While the Federal Reserve and the Secret Service have yet to con- 
sent to present sheet sale plans, ultimate approval rests with 
Reagan's new Treasury personnel. Barring any unforeseen aituations, 
Daly feels the program will encounter little difficulty. 


"Prices for the 32-note sheets, including packaging and handling, 
will be approximately $35 at the BEP's Visitor Center and $40 by 
mail order. The latter price is higher due to the policy of sending 
items from the BEP via registered mail."
